Blown to I*M!«'t'«i. 

A terrible acoidont occurred at the big 
tunnel on Wednesday evening, as re- 
ported by workmen arriving in the city 
la(t evening.

Tlu' niiino of the 
third man killed could not be learned- 
Thomas Oosgrovo, the foreman, was bad- 
ly injured. A telegram received by C. 
B, Zabriskio, chief olork for Nelson Ben- 
neit in this city this morning, states that 
four men were killed, which leads to 'the 
fear that Cotgrove has died. — Taeoma 
Telegraph. 

Fatal (Quarrel. 

At the Oaicndie locks, Friday night, 
John Haliihan was shct and instantly 

killed by Geo. Gardner, a aaloon ktiuper 
at that place. Particulars nf the ull'air 
could not bu leariU'd, tia (Jardnui decliiieii 
to make a Btatement, and btviideii liiin 
there were no witnesses. From all thai 
can be learned, it appears that UuUihau 
was drinking in (1 ird iiur'a Rslbon ; ,that 
they quarreled, that high words ensued, 
and that CJardno:: dru^v his revolver, 
reached acroua tlio liar where Hallihrn 
was atanding and shot him duad. (Jiird- 
ner gave himself up and was taken to 
The Dalles, where ho was lucked up in 
the county jail. Haliihan was employed 
by the Portland construction company In 
running tha cnpjino of a pile driver and 
in building a vharf for the govi.'rnmeiit 
works. It ia supposed the Iruulile aroi-o 
over Gardner's wife. This is not the tint 
tiine she has caused him trouble. About 
two years ngo ho was brutallY beaten in 
a quarrel over her. — l^eailh: Times.

IiONDoji, Deo. 15. — Military preparatiouB 
are prooeodiug rapidly. Army and unvy 
intelligence in tho daily papers is practi- 
oally suppressed. Nothing ia allowed to 
transpire at the dookyatda, arsenftls, camps, 
etc,, and gOToriimeat offices, except *fficiiil 
Htatements' of ordinary moTcmonts of 
troops and repairs of ships of war.

THE SOCIAL PROBLEM. 

When labor organizations seek to, bring 
about a dead level Bystem amongyprk- 
raen and pines all claaaos, akilful and 
caroleaa, lazy and diligent, on the'samo 
footing, they endeavor tu set up an arti- 
ficial system which no amount of bolster- 
ing can or should make auocoaaful. It is 
as unfair to the workmen themaelvea aa it 
ia unjust to the eniployura. A very good 
case in point is suggested by a contem- 
porary. Two manufaoturera started in 
busiueaa about the same time, and were 
obliged by trades unions to pay equiil 
wagoa to the'r hands. One carried on his 
business in a careless, thriftless fashion, 
and fell gradually behind hand. The 
other made a close and intelligent study 
of fhii) Sbusinesa and the materials em- 
ployed ill it, improving his.ipcpbeBsaB and 
seeking freah markets, with the result 
that ill a fow yeiTrs ho hud acquired a for- 
tune. The workmen of the former had 
no more to do with his hick of succeaa 
than those of the latter had to do with 
his prosperity. The failure in the one 
case "was as much due to carelessness and 
want of thrift as the opposite result 
in the other case waa due to well 
directed, intelliyoiU ollort. Tlio import- 
ant factor in both iintaiicea was the por- 
Bonal qualities of two individuals. The 
rule that applies to workmen is exactly 
the same as that which applies to tholr 
employers. The man who devotes him 
self diligently and -faithfully t" his ap- 
pointed task is bound to gut on, while 
his indolent and unreliable associate, if 
left to his own devices, never improves 
his position. It is perfectly legitimate, 
and often highly useful, for laborers to 
combine for their mutuar advantage, but 
all such combinations beciimo unreason- 
able and diiiigorous when thoy interfere 
with personal liberty, when they prevent 
employers from, procuring the moat ef- 
ficient labor, or whisn they prevent their 
members from enjoying the legitimate 
fruits of personal merit. Organized la- 
bor on a large scale ia a comparatively 
new thing. lis professed object ia to se- 
cure the workmen agiuiist uppreaaion and 
to back him up in demanding a fair share 
of the profits of his labor, but Jhere is no 
question that its large extension of late 
years is due to other causes, and, prom- 
inent among these, to the growing feeling 
of discontent among the working classes. 
With a view to nacartaiiiing the cauaea 
and extent of this feeling, and the views 
of the working clasaea aa '.o lha remedies 

■ •for it, the Boston Herald, through its 
staff, has' been having some "talks with 
the people," which throw a good deal of 
light on the question. As the result of 
its enquiries, the Herald is led to believe 
that the remedy propounded by most of 
the labor organizations and labor reform- 
ers, viz., a lessening of the hours of labor 
and an increase in the rate of wages paid, 
will not make the workmen any more 
contented with their condition. One of the 

. peraons interviewed was a carpenter, who 
admitted that he was earning nearly twice 
as much n dny a.s his father before him, and 
that hiH hours of labor were shorter, yet 
who was impressed with a feeling that the 
times were out of joint. Ho was earning 
more than his father, was not obliged to 
work so hard, all, or most, of the uoceasur- 
iucies of life were cheaper, yet, though all 
his money was, expended, he failed to real- 
ize the same measure of content. It seems 
pretty clear that so far as indiTidnals of this 
class are concerned the fault lies with them- 
selves. In the times to which they look 
back people were content to load a simpler 
life. There were no very great distinctions 
socially or. in point of wealth, nud thore;wa8 
nothing to oxcite dissatisfaeliou with the 
prevailing mode of living. Now the condi- 
tion of society is changed. Enormous 
wealth is massed in the hands of individu- 
al h. Kepublican simplicity has been re- 
placed by habits of luxury and lavish dis- 
play. A wealthy New Yorker reoently paid 
for a trotting horse a sum which not many 
years ago W0UJ4 have been esteemed a re- 
spectable fortune. So long as the people of 
small means attempt to copy the habits, 
dress and mode of living of those whose 
wealth enables thorn to indulge in extrava- 
gance they will reap the fruit ot iliscontent. 
I'eoplo whopoHiiuHS Huflicient menus to live 
in a modest way, but who are not satislied 
with their lot and npo the habits ot tho rich, 
do not deserve the sympathy of the public. 
Tho only cure for the grievances of such as 
these is the onltivationof the habits of con- 
tent and the putting away of envy. . 



THE ABORTIVE TRIAL. 

The Campbell divorce case has come 
to an end. It was prol)ably the filthiest 
case that over found ita way into print. 
Day after day for a fortnight tho proas 
on both sides of the Atlantic teemed with 
the nasty details. The aim of principals, 
counsel and witnesses appeared to bo to 
cast dirt. Ropntatidna wore beamirched 
and ruined ua iiDnchalaiiily as, if like a 
pocket handkerchief after a good scrub- 
bing, they could emerge from tho tub aa 
white and spotless as Ijeforu. And after 
all the terrible diaclosurea of the tottgn- 
neaa of high life, and tho irreparable dam- 
ago to private character, who has profited! 
Only the lawyers. They hiive pocketed 
fat .\ua. But both partiea to tho action are 
irretrievably lost. LordColm iaahuwa to 
have been guilty of "cruelty "to his wife for 
having communicated to her an infirmity 
for tho existence of which he is solely ro- 
sponsiblo; and Lady Colin's reputation 
has been hopelessly wrecked by tho ro- 
iuaalof Gen. Hutlor, one of tho co-rospon- 
donta, to enter tho witness bo.x. If there 
had been no guilt why should tho author 
of the; "Great Lone Land" hesitate to 
give evidence in the lady's behalf. The 
simple word " No" of the General would 
have secured Lady Colin a verdict 
and allowed her to leave the court without 
a atain on her churaclor. It ia surprising 
that tho jury returned a verdict (hat both 
plaintiff and defendant had not been 
naughty and at the same time censured 
General Butler in terms that have been 
Beldom hoard from a jury-box. The Gen- 
eral, apparently, decided not to perjure 
himself and so kept out of the reach ot the 
court. His failure to appear lost tho 
plaintiff bar case while his character 
as an officer and gentleman has been 
ruined forever. So great has been the 
damage inflicted on society that the pa-, 
pers are already clamoring for an alter- 
ation in the divorce laws which will in fu- 
ture prevent the publication of evidence. 



Are Properly .lIoKdergi True to 
Their Interests. 

To THK Editoe:— I am much concerned 
in the discussion that is proceeding between 
you and the Standard about the sewer- 
age; and cannot help saying that if taxa- 
tion only was involved in the proposed 
works, you would not have a leg to stand 
on. Your neighbor, who would seem to 
be tho mouth-piece of tho wealthier class- 
es, or moaopolistB— that ia, parties who 
own large blocks of land which they hold 
at such high figures that they cannot get 
a market, is very effective from the stand- 
point of property; but when he comes to 
take up tho matter from the residents' 
side he is weak — lamentably weak. 

I am informed that there are sonie- 
thinr like 1500 property- holders in Vic- 
toria. I am also told that there is a 
population of about 13,000 in the city 
limits. You have, therefore, 11,500 more 
inhabitants than property-holders. 

The question, therefore, to be consid- 
ered is this : Whether the interests of 
the few weigh as much in the scale as 
those of the many I Whether the health 
of the 11,600 non property-holders 
is not of more consideration from a human- 
itarian point of view than the pockets of 
tho 1500 prop erigr owners.? But, sir, cast- 
ing aside the humanitarian aspeotaltogethor, 
is it not as much in the interest of the 
property-holders themselves as of p'rbperty- 
oooupiors that sewerage is demanded? Sup- 
pose the health ot tho city ^ to become 
notoriously bad and that tho statement 
should go abroad that Victoria is no longer 
the sanitarium nature intended her to bo, 
but a pestilential hole. Think you, Mr. 
Editor, that property-holders would not 
Buffsr from a sudden and alarming shrink- 
agein the value of real estate? For how many 
families would remain to occupy promises 
they now hold under such circumstances. 

I cannot help saying that the opposi- 
tion to sewerage ia not based on sound 
principles and that the extra tax alone 
owners of property will have to endure 
with sewerage will not be a drop in the 
bucket when compared with the leases 
they may sustain without it. 

No true friend of "Victoria who is alive 
to his own interests will register his vote 
against tho sowonige by-law. Prop- 
erty- holdora are iia much iiitoreatod in 
sewerage as the occupants of dwellinga. 
Health should be the first consideration.

She wr.a probably tho 
oldest woman iii iho atalos at the time of 
her death.

The German bark Von IToltko, Capt. 
Cox, arrived yesterday morning at Esqui- 
malt in tow of the utoamor Hope. She had 
on board tho ollicers and crew of the bark 
Ella S. Thayer, of San Francisco, who 
suffered shipwreck fifteen miles off Cape 
Flattery. In'tho aftjrnoon the captaiu 
and crew arrived on-.the/Hopajand landed 
at tho CP. N. Oo.;'sx-wharf. On being 
interviewed by a reporter of The Goloniat, 
Capt. Mathson handttd him .the following 

8TATEMKNT. 

We left Tacoma on December 9th and 
passed Cape Flattery at 12 noon. Had 
heavy l ireather from EN.K. to S. VV. up 
the 16th. At 6 p m, a gale sprung up 
from E.S.E .aud iucrea.sed and hauled to 
S.S W.at 1 a m. on tho l(5th, when the 
gale incroasi'd to a huricane, cau.''ing a 
fearful sea, tho ship laboring heavily at 4 
a.m The aoas washing over tho ship 
washed away the skylights, tilled the cab- 
insT'&hd'itarted the lore and after hoiiaoa 
from tho'declc.'and wsshed one boat over- 
board, "plit the long-boat in two, and at 
about ,") a. ni. the ahip sprang a leak. The 
wat'jr gained rapidly, gaining on the 
pumps about 12 inches pur hour. At 
12.30 p. m, got the ship oif to run back. 
A,t 4 j)V';m.-'oin' tho lOyi iu latitude 
^tf lO, loDfeitude 127.B0,Uha'8bip»'hivihg 
about ten feet of water in the hold, 
1 thought it prudent to abandon her. 
riie crew, cunaiHtiiig ol lifteeii, all tuld, 
crowded with a few biscuiti and water 
into the only roinaiiiiiig boat of twenty 
feet, and left the ship sinking. The 
crew suffered severely from cold and wot. 
We roda .oiit,a'Severe gal.e on the night 
of the I7th with' two oars and a pieco of 
canvaR for a drag. On tho morning of 
I he 18lh rigged two blankets on an oar 
for a sail, and continued to pull to eait- 
uard. Oil tho 10th, at 10 a. m. , sighted 
a .ship ahead, pulled alongside and were 
tiken on board the barque Von Moltke. 
The orew were in a very exbauatel ^titj 
when they came alongside. 

In convers iti')ii C,«pt iMathson stated 
that the vesaol wiia owned by Chas. A. 
Nutaon of San Francisco, was built at 
Bith, Mo., and was valued at 810,000, 
and was bound for San Fronciaco with 
about 1700 tons of coul. She was 21 
years old sn^ hadrbeen on the coast two 
atid one-half years. He said that the 
weather was the roughest he had exper- 
ienced in tho lant 20 years on the coast, 
and feared thiit all the disasters had mn 
been heard from, .ind some probably 
would never be learned. The sea ran 
mountains high, the waves piling in n 
a straight wall and th^n breaking over the 
deck. No vessel could have ridden 
through such a gale. When thoy took to 
the only boat remaining there was only 
time to throw a few biscuits and six gal- 
lons of water in kega into her. This 
gave out and they were for - 

TIIIBTV SIX llOb'llS WirUOIJT WATUn, 

And for 24 without any food. Tho cap- 
tain's little dog bucamu so tliirsty that 
she jumped overboard, but waii again not 
back into the boat. When she got on 
board the Von Moltke, and had a drink, 
she enlivened quickly. One sea struck 
second otBcer Henry Thompson 
cutting a gash in his scalp from one aids 
of tho head to the other, cutting through 
the bone. The poor fellow sat in the 
'r: j»f; soaked with salt water for seventy- 
.vo hoars, and the morning the bark 
was sighted ho said to the captain, "I 
don't think I will live." When carried 
on board tho bark ho bocainn daliriuui. 
They rowed and sailed 120 miles in tho 
rough sea bofjro thoy were picked up, 
and it was only by the greatest care that 
they kept afloat. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

The ship's carpenter said the storm was 
a terrible ono, and on Wednesday night 
the bulworks, rails, boats, and nearly 
everything on deck was waflhad away. 
The crew worked night and day at the 
Dumps, but from 8 to 12 o'clock Tliuradity 
morning the water gained six feet with 
the puinpa going all' the time. During 
Wednesday night tho soa WHsht^d awny 
the skylight and everything on the after- 
house, where all hands were, on account 
of the seas that swept the maindeok. The 
crew was washed with it, biit all clung to tho 
ropes oxceptthe second officer, who was car- 
ried overboard; he c.iiight tho main braces, 
however, and waa again hauled on board 
and placed in the cabin. It was at this 
time that he was a j fearfully cat about 
the head. The only boat remaining was 
damaged and this was mended with a 
piece of canvas', and then it was lowered 
with two men in her. She was kept away 
from tho ship by the oara, and aa thu ves- 
sel rolled thu men jumped, until all fif- 
teen were in the boat. Thoy only had the 
e.lothea they wore, and what with lack of 
fuojd and water, and pulliag in the stormy 
sea three days and three nights, they 
were all exhausted and soon were so help- 
Iti^n that they had to bo carried on hoard 
the Von iMollko. When the water gave 
out all that they had to drink was the 
rain which they caught In the rims uf 
their sou'wester hats, 

TUi; Lirri.E iioat 
which s.ived t hem seems almost too small 
to have oarrii'd half the iminher in ao 
fearful a gale and to look at it, itiaalmutt 
increiliblo to think that it could be made 
to do such work. But tho captain, mate 
and suiue of tho crew are old seafarers and 
by dint of good inanagemenl, kept 
it afiuat until they were rt:a- 
cued. They aitved iiolliiiig but tlie 
oh'thea they liad on, anil were in a piti- 
able condition when taken on board the 
German bark. 

Captain and crew speak strongly in 
praise of the generous conduct of Capt, 
Cox and his family who did everything 
poaaihio to make them comfortable, giving 
them dry clothing and treating them with 
the utmost kiiidnoFa. 

On their arrival here. Capt. Mathson 
reported the aff,iir to Col. Stevens, tho 
American consul, who took tho orew in 
charge, and they are now all oomfottably 
located at the Colonial.

He ia quite willing 
to sacrifice political ambition to personal 
corafurt. His friends at Phillippopulis 
have GsproBsod a hope' < that be- may ore 
long be again in their midst as "King," 
tu vvhich tho Prince haa modestly replied, 
that bis admirers had belter "forget" him.
